Thanks for the Publisher’s Weekly article by Robert 
Dahlln. I received a similar copy from A1 Cunnlff about a 
week ago so we probably have the same source. 

I spent a lot of time with Posner on his book. Until I 
read Dahlln, I was unsure of the conclusion Posner would 
reach.
